Within the last few years, the “ good old Maryland blood ’ has been arrogated aa a 
cross, in many pedigrees, without the ar rogation being sustained, either by direct or 
circumstantial testimony. The facility which is furnished by sporting works in this 
country, of publishing the pedigree* of horses, as furnisktA by Ueoirners, is, in its 
»ery nature,liable to luu- hubuse, unless we pre-auppoae tliatevery man s moral rec¬ 
titude is above the temptation of self uueresl. The wisdom of the lawgiver how¬ 
ever, lias told us that • no man is to be lwlieved in his own case, and that no man 
is bound to convict himself, unless i n foro conscunUac ,«. e. to point out the flaws 
and defects in the pedigrees of his nags. A vast number of pedigrees are fabri¬ 
cated thus. A man puts his plough mare to a thorough bred stallion, and her 
produce, when it comes forward, and is handled by his negro# or others about him, 
geu. by way of coniraiiisiinction, ihe title of ‘ the blooded mare." Her “first 
trial’’ i* perhaps made by ihe plough hoys, iu '* a turning row, or down to the 
w oter and hack.

This race sad the one which succeeded it for the J. C. Purse, had been post¬ 
poned on account of the weather until to-day, when it was announced they would 
come off, “ rain or shine.” We never knew the track heavier, and what was 
worse, both races were run during a violent storm of rain. Rain! it didn't slap 
to rain, it poured. However, the course was well attended and all were paid ter 
venturing out by the excellence of the sport. 

Cadmus had the pole, Mingo the outside. They got away in a cluster, Tha- 
Jewess making “ a spun" between the stand and 1st gate that quite used her up, 
when Cadmus and Flatterer took up the running, Mingo and Sydney lying well 
up, the first going tinder a hard pull. Finding Cadmus disliked the paee, Willis 
held bun up after the 2d mile and Mingo headed the field with ease. Flatterer 
maintained his stride to the end, running a very handsome second to Mingo wh* 
won with ease in hand. 

Mingo had been the favorite at such long odds that very little was laid out an 
him, the betting being confined to the other three, not including The Jewess, who 
was “ no where" at the finish. Cadmu* could not run in the mud—had baen 
fed on mashes nnd hod his legs blistered all winter, said his immediate friends, 
who appeared not to expect much of him, though he ran 2d the next heat, Fine 
lerer having been withdrawn after a very creditable performance. Sanfotd rods 
him in tip top style and had he carried 168 lbs. would have flung the mud in ths 
face of the best of them 

Second heat. Mtngo led off from the score at a racing pace, but gave up ths 
track immediately lo Cadmus and pulled to him ail the 1st mile. Here Sidney 
took up the running with Mingo and both passed Cadmus on the 1st quarter.— 
Mingo straightened them out on the back stretch, Sidney running a dose second 
and Cadmus trailing 3 or 4 lenghts in the rear. Odds 3 to 2 on Sydney against 
Cadmus. It was soon evident Willis was bolstering his liorse for a brush, far 
after passing the hill on the 3d mile he went up and collared Sydney and despite 
of the persuaders beat him two lengths though he lost the raceto Mingo b/ half 
a dozen. The frieitls of Cadmus were as much surprised at the tesult of ths 
heat as were those who look the odds against him. Van Lkem, his trainer, con¬ 
sidered that he stood little chance of even a respectable place at live finish. Every 
one said Mingo “ of course, was bound to win the money if he did not fell 
down,” and they were right. For a single three miles be can pull to the fastest 
nag in the country and come home ahead. It was luughable to see the boys wip¬ 
ing the mud out of their eye* as they walked up to the scales.

J 
The North will name a horse at the post, in the Fall, for >20,000, against Tne 
South, four mile beats, and if Post Boy earned off the purse yesterday at T re at on, \ 
they may be induced to give odds. But hear Tlie Tunes again :— 

“ Po* 1 Boy has lo*l nothing in the estimation of his friends. He was beaten, 
but it wa* not his fault; be would have won, if he had had his own wav. Noth¬ 
ing but the intolerable pull upon hia jaws which the “ celebrated Kirkpatrick” I 
achieved by lyiiu; on his back, with hia feet bevood the horse's shoulders could 


achieved by lying on his back, with tut feet beyond the horse s shoulders, could 
have held him in lo 4:1, for the first two miles. But of course this was by order, 
though why the order was given it is not easy to say. Bascomb had certainly 
the foot; Post Boy’s gasae wua his bottom, and of course it was his business to 
take out in the first beat as much as possible of the gallant Southron’s running. 
Sappoi* he had run him from score, as he did the second heat, and instead of 
7.49, had made hiiu do it in 7:40,—would Bascomb have had a chance for the see 
ood ! The judges on the stand, and every competent spectator, pronounce that 
Bascomb produced bis last sixpence in the second ;—would it have availed h*j he 
bean properly tamed in the first 1 Bascomb can do two beats in 7:50 each ; but 
make him do tbe first in 7:40, and be will take 8m. for the second, and more.” 

Post Boy would have won, say* (he Times, “ if b* had had Ins own way !” 
Now we appeal to Dogberry if that is not 44 flat burglary.” Again, if Bascomb 
had the foot of Post Boy bow the deuce was the latter to take the go along out of 
kirn the first heal ? Had Post Boy run him from score it would have mended the 
pace merely In a 20 mile race, like Black Maria's, he probably would beat 
any thing on the Turf, but Bascomb can show him the way 8 miles, any way he 
can fix it. 

Say Post Boy was not in condition or what you please, but let Baacoaib have 
full credit for his victory, for he won it nobly. We will suppose, to oblige oar 
contemporary, that Bascomb was made lo run tbe lot heat in 7:40, but instead of 
asking about his chance for the 2d, wc would rather inquire how near the distance 
pole would Post Boy have been in the first! The Times is correct in remarking 
“ make Bascomb do his first heat in 7:40 and be will take 8m. for the second, and 
more.’ There is no doubt of ft. When he does bis 1st host in 7:40 with 114 Iks. 
oa his back, you may be sure be will take 8 m. or more for the 2d , for he will 
walk oxer for it. 

There are few horses on tbe turf that can live at the pace of Eclipse and Henry 
even in their 2d beat. Andrew (of Va. now standing at Miliedgevillr, Ga.) ran 
a 1st heat of 4 miles in 7:50 and repeated in 7:40 over the Nonolk track, say his 
friends in the Georgia Journal, who unfortunately have omitted Itis weight asd 
age Miss Medley ran a 1st heat in 7:45 nnd repeated il in 7:44 in Iter 3 yr. oU 
form carrying 83 lbs., over the Macon, (Ga.) track a year ago laat April, which 
was the best time four miles recorded last year. Tbe next best tune was 
made by Post Boy —7.52 each heat, carrying 104 lbs., and the next by Jutiama 
at Washington, where she ran 4 m in 741 and 7:59, with 97 lbs upon tier back. 

As to Bascomb’s “ producing his last sixpence" ia the 2d heat. We allow ft 
was not a bloodless victory, but tbe “ competent persons” alluded to should not 
forget that Gil. Patrick had both spurs in up to the rowels nearly half the heat 
and for the last quarter his whip hand was busy as well. Baaoomb had a run in 
turn left at the finish and the reason Willis give him the gaff so severely on the off 
side after be oamc wituin the gate (though be had felt the persuader* before) was> 
tkat he made aa effort to bolt, as the spectators in tbe field close beside the track 
cheered them as they passed.

It was not thus with Eclipse and Henry. There the tuse of Ike first heal gave 
the race to tbe stout horse. It was the 7:37 that won, and not the new rider — 


The stride and speed of the heroic Southron liad been quelled by that tremendous 
run, to far that 7:49 beat him. If be had been suffered to gallop off his first heat 
in some 7:50, winning with a Cast brush, *11 the riders alive could never have 


in some 7:50, winning with a last brush, all the riders alive could never have 
brought Eclipse alongside of him afterwards. And ft was his owners’ fauh that 
he was not. They ran for a distance, which they thought 7:40 would «ta. So did 
Baaoo m b ; hia managers said there would ha s distance aad told friend* to bet oa 
it- But they uaderraied their opponents in both ra s es , though they had the better 
luck or wisdom this time not to try for the dirtance oa the fiott heat Their race 
waa gone if they had. Each hone did his uUnort oa the second heat, and Post 
Boy, running on s circls ten feet wider than the other’s, must in four ssile* have 
goae from fifty tea hundred yaids farther than he, though he lost by a single 
length only, so that be was able, and had te do a grant deal marathon the winner.

Veto led off at a slapping pace and with Ironeite made the running the 1st mil* 
when the latter declined and Post Boy went in front, the field lying well up, save 
Milo who was alrewly beaten off a great way. On tlie id mile Willis let the 
Irey mare out a link as they passed the stand, Gil. Patrick jerking Post Boy up, 
while Jim Jewell gave Veto the spur and retained the track. Ironeite again fell 
hack at the hill and Post Boy crept up to Veto. The pace was now very seven 
up to the end of the straight stretch, when the grey mare again “ tried it on," but 
it was ‘no go." The “ Black Joke" on Henry Archy, (Mr. Lairds rider, 
Jack, is a young gemman of color,) now took up the running and lapped Vet® 
for GO yards, Post Boy going steadily in front. Tlie running this mile (th* 
thud) and tin* 4th prese nted tlie singular spectacle of a double race, Post Boy and 
Veto leading head and flank, while three lengths behind were Ironette and Henry 
Archy, tlie latter running a dead lock nearly half the way. Each of the four al¬ 
ternately led their respective partners, and their position changed so frequently 
that if one looked off a moment to note it, by the time your eye eaught them again, 
their places were reversed. After a desperate effort the grey mare gave up on 
the last half mde, while Veto hung to Post Boy to the finish in gallant style, and 
made a very handsome race though he lost the heat. Four miles is beyond his 
distance though for a single three mile it would take Mingo or Post Boy to pat 
him up. 

Milo having been distanced and Veto withdrawn, the field was now more select. 
Past Boy had only to go along as he choae to win tlie money, and the betting waa 
confined to Henry Archy and ihe grey mare —Henry the favorite,3 to2.

Notwithstanding the time we are obliged to record, 8:25—B: 14, it was consid¬ 
ered first rate for such a track, and we have not lately seen a better contested race. 
Had Post Boy and Mingo been withdrawn, both races would have been tiptop, 
and afforded occasion for verjr # heavy Letting. The weather, with the exception 
of the day of tlie match, wss signally unpropitious We do not recollect so loaf 
snd violent a storm, and regret it the more as it must have occasioned a diminu¬ 
tion of several thousand dollars in the receipts of the proprietors of the course, bt- 
■itlei depriving many from attending who under other circumstances would have 
been pleased to sanction the sports of the Turf by their presence. Had tha 
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weather been fine we should have had on the ground not only as large a propor¬ 
tion of the beauty snd fashion as we had of the intelligence and wealth of tha 
city. Thus ended the Spring Meeting.

As this distinguished champion of tlie South is a stranger to most of your i 
ders in this quarter, it may not be unacceptable, especially to breeders and turf¬ 
men, io know something of hi* history. He wss bred by Mr. John Connol¬ 
ly, an extensive breeder of blood stock, and a turfman of some notoriety, near 
Huntsville, Madison Co. Ala. Mr. C. is a native of Pennsylvania, sad at the 
cutset possessed a much better knowledge of the draught horse than the racer. He 
always took especial good care of his stock of domestic animals, but tlie horse wen 
liis favorite, and he availed of all opportunities within his limited means to mn- 
prove the bmJ. 

After the lapse of many years, when Pacolet, Timotoun, Stocklrolder and Ber¬ 
trand were brought to the West, he patronised them all in succession: tlie letter 
to great extent, though at 300 miles distance. Mr. C. selected Ins mares for the 
breeding stud from such as that new country afforded, having reference rather to 
form than blood, and was assiduously attentive to the improvement of the foato, 
by good keep and suitable accommodation*. 

An anecdote is related respecting this horse, which is cliaraolerUtic of the l 
A Methodist camp meeting was held in tlie vicinity, which the celebrated | 
orator, John Bascomse, while travelling m the West, attended, and at which he 
delivered one of hia best di»eourse*. After the service was over, Mr. Connofly 
(on whose plantation the meeting was held) introduced himself to tbe preacher, 
and invited him to his house, and by way of complimenting him for the pleasure 
and instruction derived from his discourse, told him that as he hod no sons, he 
would, with the Reverend gentleman’s permission, name one of his colts John. 

This coll wasalwaysn 
favorite with Mr Conoll)', nnd his form justifies tlie conclusion that Mr. C. ia a 
good “judge of horse flesh.’’ His early performances, however, not cqualliugtbe 
high expectations of Mr. C., lie sold him ui * lot of four or fire others, including 
BUI Austin, (also in Cot.. Crowell's stable,) for some inconsiderable sum to his 
son-in-law, Mr. Bi.f.vins, in wlmse hands lie first distinguished himself in South 
Alabama, where lie attracted the attention of his present spirited proprietor. 

Mr Connolly also bred “ Rrd Maria" by Bertrand, sold to Mississippi, where 
she immediately ussumed tlie head o: the turf, beating every competitor, and still

Colts of tbe 
most fashionable and authentic pedigree, possessing moreover unexceptionable 
figure and couforniotion, seldom, if ever, bring to the breeder any thiug like tbeir 
full value, until they are trial with knowu good ones in public, it ts performance 
that stamps tlieir value ; without they excel in that, lliey are worthless for tbe 
turC and still worse for improving die breed. Hence tlie advantage to tha farmer 
and breeder of racing associations—of frequent meetings, and oilier facilities fix' 
exhibiting and testing the powers of tlie horse. For tlie want of Jockey Clufao, 
sweepstakes, convenient race courses, and public patronage, Mr. Conolly and 
other breeders in that part of the country, have no inducement to engage experi¬ 
enced and competent trainers, and are necessarily compelled io par', with goad 
untriad soils at very reduced price* Tlie celebrated Monsieur 7 ouson was bred 
in Mr. C.’s neighborhood, aud the writer believes Mr. C. once had some interest 
in him He was sold at 2 yers old for something like two or three hundred 

dollars. _ _ 

In the same quarter there are several good breeding establishments. E. H. 
BoardmaN, Esq. has an extensive stud, both of native and iinporte*' mares; last 
year he went to England and made a selection of the stallion “ Consol," and half 
a dozen brood mores for his own stud, and had cliarge of several otliers, both 
laxses snd mares for Mr. Jackson an) other friends in North Alabama. The 
climate, soil aud productions of Alabama and Tennessee are eminently favorable 
for blood horses, aud if breeders are properly patronised and encouraged by the 
public, they will doululevs improve tlieir stock to tlie utmost, and produce many 
a John Hascombe and Bed Maria. Wealthy and spirited turfmen of the North 
■nay find colts iu that remote region, wilh which they can successfully comps** 
with the best of tlie old dominion’s productions on tlie turf; and possessing ss they 
doa greater variety of cross-*, they will afford a will greater chance for improving 
the racing slock of tlie North.

They will not readily turn asule 
from their pr.sem pursuits nud give their attention to breeflii.g any kind of domes- 
lir. animals. I hey are not prepared to do it, tfoir habits and production* are riot 
adapted to such a change, even if il w. re for their hueresi to nSke it, but they 
will continue to draw their suhblies. as they now do. from abroad, and we ore 
clearly of opinion that it will be the fault of North Alubaina, if as fo relofore, 
they should continue to be eupplied by a more distunt country with nn improved 
breed of blood horses. Our locality and similarity of climate. Ac. would alone 
give us the preference of a more Northern rountry. ami no one willdouht that all 
w-ecan breed will find a ready sale nt high prices at the South, even lo tlie extent 
ol some millions annually. And what is to prevent our enjoying this market 
yea, rich and extensive as it ia, all but monnpolixing it ? And w hat greater in 
centive can be presented to our larniers than the certainty of ready soles and 
high prices for the prnlucts of his industry ? The immense consumption and 
high pn<*of butcher’srn.at and milk, in the City of London, f amounting annu¬ 
ally to near 950,000,000, Jhavr stimulated and encouraged the improvement of the 
breed of horned cattle loan incredible extent. A 3 year old fouler, bred for and 
adapted to the shambles, is often found, without extraordinary feed, to nett 400 lbs 
per quarter : whilst one of the milch breed of same age wi'U yield 6 to H ca |! 
Ions ot good rich milk daily. 8»ch are the actual results of a systematic course 
of improvement continued from generation to generation, stimulated by a steady 
and increased demand for meat and milk. Similar improvements in the vegetable 
kingdom of other domestic animals are constantly progressing in England, keep- 
mg pace with the demand. But it is in tfoir breed of horses that they excel all 
other nations. For instance, their sportsman in following the chase, frequemly 
ride over a rough country, at full speed, some 30 to 50 miles without stopping, ex- 
eept a momentary check, and repeat this arduous performance some t* or 3 limes 
* we *« during the season. Again, their post coaches travel an average of near¬ 
ly ten miles per hour, including nil stojipages, on long routes of 2 to 300 miles, 
at all seasons of the year And again, the best of tfoir racing slock are all able 
to lake up 119 Ita at 3 years old, nnd go two miles in 3 min 35 see. and it is tfo
